Out of Old Pirates

He's sélling lithographed Florida 
maps showing where pirates and 
“other more honest men” reported- 
ly buried, or lost, 165 million dollars 
of their loot, largely from the Span- 
ish Main, 

Odom, a former newspaperman 
who is now an assistant attorney 
general of Florida, doesn't guaran- 
tee that each “X" marks the spot 
where hidden treasure lies. 

“If that were so,’’ he commented, 
“I'd go dig it up myself."

Treasure definitely is being found 
off the Florida coast. A Miami 
|diver brought up five 60-pound sil- 
ver bars from waters near Miami 
early this year, 

A huge pile of elephant tusks 
were spotted by two fishing parties 
off Marathon key, south of Miami 
in June. A diver brought up 25 of 
the tusks, a bar of silver and ship 
relics indicating a Spanish galleon, 
Such names as Billy Bowlegs, 
Henry Morgan, Blackbeard, Jean 
LaFitte and Black Caesar dot the 
map depicting the legendary loca- 
tion of their bloody loot, Several 
notations point out that some 
treasure already has been found, 
but that much is believed to re- 
main, ge 
Not all of the treasure is precious 
metal, One “X” on the Apalachicola 
river in Florida's northwest pan- 
handle shows where 1,500 gallons 
of rum went to the river bottom in 
an 1865 shipwreck, The rum “prob- 
ably is in as good or better shape 
than ever,”’ the chart notes.
